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BIG DAY FOR WESTEMERS. 

GET ALL THE MONEY IN GOLDEN ROD STAKES 
AND TAKE FOUR OTHER RACES. 

Dr. Gardner Is Regaining His California Form — 
Proper Takes the Omnium Handicap — Miller 
Makes a Mess of It With Lancastrian. 



NfW York. Septeiiil^er 14. — This was a field day 
for western horsemen at Sheepshead Bay. Their 
lu>rses won five races in succession, including the 
two Idg stake fixtures. Barney Sclireiber led oflf 
with an easy six and one-half furlong victory for 
l>r. Gardner. This colt is fast regaining his bril- 
liant t'alifornia form. Tourenne, Etliou ami Arimo, 
repix^seiitatives from tlie stableft' of F. A. Forsythe, 

< George C. Bennett and J. J. Walsh, filled the de- 
sirulde positions in tin.* aptly named Golden Rod 
Stakes at six and a lialf furlongs over the grass 
course, incidentally defeating the in and out run- 
ning Kentucky Beau. This last was the most 
talkeil of hupiKniing of the afternoon’s racing, 
nieii W. B. .Teunings filially broke the ice in the 
Omnium Handicap at a mile and an eighth with 
Ills old war horse Proi>er. which was for the first 
time tills season attended with ordinary luck at 
tile start. 

George C. Bennett profited in the fifth by the ad- 
vam*emcnt of his two-year-old Pungent, when the 
winner Baringo was disqualified for bumping Eu- 
dora on the turn. The last named, a heavily backed 
favorite at odds-oii, fell on the turn. Amos Turney 
scored the fifth consecutive triumph for the western 
men, taking the mile condition race in easy fashion 
with his good four-year-old Martin Doyle. The 
closing two-mile and a 8ixti‘enth race over tlie grass 
ci-urse develo|H*d into a farce. The Jockeys on each 
of tlie threi* starters liad evidently bt‘en piled wdth 
waiting orders to the extent that they all overdid 
it in burlesque fashion. Francis, tlie least experi- 
em-ed of the trio, lacked the vigor to overdo his 
instructions as completely as the other two with 
tlie n“sult that he won a fluke victory in spite of 
liimsidf on lluntingtou*, the least considered of the 
field. Miller made an awful mess of his ride on the 
favoiitc Lamtastrian. The Ellison horse receded 
from tlie iK'giuiiing of s|>eculation on the race and 
ills defeat created a lot of talk, but it is altogether 
prol»ah!e that weakness of the market about the 
favorite was due to the soggy condition of the turf.

F. C. Bishop, Owner of Adam, Is Reported to Have 
Paid C. E. Rowe |13,500 for Her. i 

S<*veral days ago it was announced that C. E. j 
Kowe iia«l decided to retire Colonial Girl from the 
turf at the end of the present season and w’ould 
brecfl her to Adam next spring if arrangements 
couhl be made w'ith F. C. Bishop for a season to 
Ills recently Imported son of Flying Fox. Now it 
is ruuuared that Mr. Bishop has i)urehased the 
splendid duugliter of Meddler and Springtime from 
Mr. Rowe and that she will be put into the Mlll- 
streuin Stud within a few’ weeks to become Adam’s 
mate next spring. It is reported that the price paid 
was $lu,5tM>. Colonial Girl is seven years old and 
in six years on the turf lias won thirty-three races 
and $7l.tJ7r» in seven t.v -seven starts. Her Ix'st year 
was IIKM wlien slie won the World’s Fair Handicap 
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TWO-YEAR-OLDS OF 1906 OF HIGH CLASS. 

.Vmiiially some turf scribe puts forth the statement 
tlis;t the two-year-olds of the year current are in- 
ferior to tlKsse of the preceding year and i>essimistic 
l»er.'*ons gloomily agree that such is the case*. Al- 
ready it has !>een asserted in a New York publica- 
tion that the two-year-olds of this year are of 
inferior grade, advancing tlie old stock argument 
tliat they beat each other in turn too often to be 
nnytliing but bad. The truth is there never was a 
more fallacious argument. A considerable number 
of iiigh class racehwses will win in turn from 
each other just as certainly as a considerable number 
of humble selling platers will alternate in victory 
and defeat. On the basis of their i>erformances, 
there is good reason to conclude we have a number 
of high class two-year-olds, comparing favorably 
with the I’onceded goo«l ones of recent years. 

The only thing that makes one racehorse better 
tliun another is his ability to run faster. Speed is 
the all important factor. In that respect the crack 
two-year-olds of this year make a remarkably good 
show’iug. Last year it w’as thought that Mohawk 
II. was only second to Burgomaster and many 
deemed him fully as good as the splendid son of 
Hamburg. Yet the b<»st race tliat Mohawk II. put 
n|i was when in* won the lloi»eful Stakes at threi*- 
qoarters ia l:l.‘lg, with J.'hi r»ouDds up. This year 
IVter Pun took up the same big weight and won the 
Ho|>eful in over a seixmd faster time, l:12i. Ac- 
cording to this showing he could have lost Mohawk 



II. in a race had he chanced to be of the same 
age. Yet Peter Pan is only one of our good two- 
year-olds and not the best, Salvidere apparently hold- 
ing that distinction at present. 

Below is a table showing the best performances 
of fifteen leading two-year-olds of 1904, 1905 and the 
present year. Comparismis such as are made here 
are not conclusive, but in respect to ability to run 
fast under high weight and stay welL the table 
shows that our good ones of this year are decidedly 
of high class. Such blazing stars of the track as 
Artful and Sysonby appear but seldom and it may be 
that Salvidere is not as good as Burgomaster was, 
but on the whole it seems the youngsters of 1905 
were Inferior to those of 1906. If such fine per- 
formers as Yankee Consul and George C. Bennett 
Lad hot died prematurely last year a different con- 
clusion might be in order.

POOLROOM REOPENS IN COVINGTON. 

The old Slm(mton poolroom on Second street In 
Covington, Ky., has been reopened and Is backed 
by the same interests which for several years en- 



joyed practically an uninterrupted run at the Turf 
Exchange, White House and other places in Coving- 
ton. The reopening follow'ed a decision given by 
Judge Barker In the Kentucky Court of Appeals 
Tuesday last. Some time ago Judge Shaw^ iu the 
Kenton C’bunty Circuit Court, ruled that poolrooms 
could not be c<Hiducted in Covington and enjoined 
the SimontOQ poolroom from contlauing business. 
Judge Barker, of the Kentucky Court of Appeals, 
dissolved the Injunctlmi, maintaining that a court of 
equity is without jurisdiction to enjoin the commls- 
slcm of a crime. The poolrooms may now run un- 
molested until the matter is again taken up by 
the Court of Appeals, unless it is closed by the 
slieriff or the police, w’hich, it is said, is not prob- 
able. A fine of $25 and costs dally will probably 
be asessed In the police court.

Cherry had 
mounts in five of the races. He won with Hannibal 
Bey, was beaten a short margin on Malleable, and 
lost the fifth race with Athena when, iu the opinion 
of pretty nearly everjone, he should have won. 
After their badges were taken up the boys were 
advised to go to their respective stables and lead 
the simple life. Rome Respess, to whom the meet- 
ing has been a good bit of a “hoodoo,** again lost 
heavily through the defeat of Ethel D«ay and Still 
Alarm. He also lost a good bet on St. Paris, be- 
lieving that the old horse was fit to run to his beat 
form. 

“My horses will be shipped back here next week,’* 
said Fred Coefle, who arrived today from New York 
and. put two bo<dkS ou in the ring. “Nlcol will also 
come back at the same time, and with the exception 
of riding one or two horses owned by me, that will 
be started pending their shipment west, will refrain 
from accepting any more mouuts on t^aslern tracks.
